An extremely bad beginning for the year in tragic 


traffic deaths, injuries and

Graphs projected on the number of fatalities re- 
corded in the first four and a half months of 1952 in- 
dicated a total of 80 persons would be killed in auto 
accidents this year.

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Why Not Turn 


To I! rrigation? 


Georgia farmers already have suf- 
fered millions of dollars in losses as a 
resu't of the prolonged drouth. Unless 
there is rain soon, crops will be a com- 
plete failure. For some, rain now would 
be too late. 

One is reminded again that farming 
is among the most hazardous of occu- 
pations. Year in and year out, the 
farmer is at the mercy of nature's 
whims.” One season there may too much 
rain. This condition may be followed 
by too much heat and drouth. His 
crops are subject to the damages of 
wind and hail; his acres may wash away 
in floods. 

In recent years the farmer has pro- 
gressed in circumventing nature's con- 
flict with his atms. However, the con- 
quest is far from complete. 

There are isolated instances in Geor- 
gia during the current siege from the 
sun where dollars invested through the 
vea's are preventing crop losses. The 
farmer who has answered natures 
threat by irrigation can smile at the lack 
of rain. His production will not be cut 
and his investment in seed, labor and 
fertilizer will not be lost. 

Simple and comparatively cheap irri- 
gation methods can be made available 
for all farmers. However, with the cus- 
tomary conservatism of the man of the 
soil, the individual farmer prefers to 
challenge nature. 

Crop losses in Georgia from drouth, 
added up through the years, would jus- 
tify a multimillion-dollar irrigation sys- 
{em for all our agricultural areas. It 
would be an investment in security that 
would pay big returns to the state in 
almost any year. 

Other sections of the country—Ari- 
Colorado, California—mwhere the 
residents already know they cannot 
count on the rains alone, long ago 
turned to irrigation as the way out. The 
Federal Government has rendered great 
assistance with irrigation projects. 

While it is true that in Georgia our 
annual rainfall is high, comparatively 
speaking, the fact remains that the sum- 
mer season usually brings a seasonal 
deficiency. We must learn to store 
water for the times when the well runs 
dry. 

As R. G. Daniell suggests in The 
Metter Advertiser, when the Georgia 
farmer needs water for his crops, he 
neecs it just as much as the rancher in 
Colorado or Texas. 

The farmer: has made progress in 
controlling erosion and insects, and in 
the use of his land. He has built ter- 
races, used insecticides, adopted new 
methods of cultivation and diversifica- 
tion, and learned the judicious use of 
fertlizers. All these come to naught 
when the rains refuse to fall. 


Fortunately the Federal Government 
will ‘enable the Georgia farmers affect- 
ed to subsist through disaster loans. 
They repay the loans from earnings in 
future vears. The products of their 
toil of this year will be piles of torrid 
clay and dust. 

The farmer.is at the mercy of the 
elements. Mankind, with his ingenuity, 
should overcome those things which can 
be overcome. In Georgia, the effects of 
drouth can be overcome through irri- 
gation. -We hope our agricultural lead- 
ers and our farmers will bend their ef- 
forts in that direction along with their 
other progressive moves. 

Here, too, funds for 
ects would mean less call for 
aid in disaster relief.

Government Agencies 
Fight Swine Malady 


Beset by drouth and heat, the em- 
battled farmer finds another worry in a 
swine disease that threatens herds 
throughout the nation. 

This plague, called vesicular exan- 
thema, has existed in California for 20 
years, but until recently had been con- 
fined to that state. Now it has spread 
until all of California and counties in 15 
other states, including Fulton in Geor- 
gia, are under federal quarantine. 


The states themselves are expected 
to follow with restrictions aimed at con- 
trol and ultimate elimination of the dis- 
ease. ‘Georgia took action early. The 
Department of Agriculture last week 
declared an embargo on the importa- 
tion of hogs. 

Federal veterinary inspectors are on 
the job examining interstate shipments 
in order to check further transmission 
of the malady. 

Fortunately, it seems to confine it- 
self to swine. Neither cattle, sheep nor 
humans are affected. 

Just the same, this relatively new 
plague of the farm lots is a serious 
menace to our livestock industry and to

the pocketbooks of those who raise hogs 
for a living. 

We commend our state and federal 
agriculture departments for their recog- 
nition of the danger and for the meas- 
ures they are taking to confine and con- 
trol it.

Antirabies Campaign 


Gets National Support 


An awareness of the rabies threat 
and the shame there is in the fact that 
this disease still exists has reached the 
national level. 

The American Veterinary Medical 
Association has appealed for a nation- 
wide program to rid the country of the 
“mad dog disease.” 

The association termed it a “national 
disgrace” that more than 30.000 Ameri- 
cans annually have to take the Pasteur 
antirabies treatment because of wide- 


spread outbreaks of rabies. 


“England, Australia, and _ several 
other nations have virtually eliminated 
rabies, yet the disease has actually in- 
creased in the United States in the last 
10 years,” said the association. “It not 
only causes a heavy loss of animal life, 
but is a continuing threat to human 
lives, and should not be tolerated any 
longer.” 

The nation’s veterinarians urge 
three steps in a national control pro- 
gram: vaccination of all dogs, impound- 
ing all stray dogs and imposition of 
shipping restrictions on unvaccinated 
dogs. 

That the veterinarian association has 
taken note of the threat of rabies is en- 
coureging. However, there is nothing 
new in the association pronouncements. 

We know that the disease is deadly. 
We krow that its presence in this en- 
lightened age is a disgrace. We know 
the steps needed to wipe it out. 

The problem is to awaken public 
Opinion to a demand that those steps be 
taken.

Schools Fail To Reach 
All Eligible Children 


The industry which employs the 
most persons in the United States is not 
automobiles, steel or mining. It is edu- 
cation. 

Census Bureau reports show that last 
year the attendance in the grade schools 
of the nation reached an all-time high of 
21,800,000. And in the classrooms from 
kindergarten through college were 30,- 
500,000 persons between the ages of 5 
and 29. 

There’s no great news in the total at- 
tendance figures. Those of us who 
studied the vital statistics between 1940 
and 1946 knew there was a bumper crop 
of children coming on. 

What is new, worth noting ind en- 
couraging in the census statistics is the 
percentage of children who are enrolled 
in school. 

In the 7-13-age group almost all the 
children are attending school, thanks to 
compulsory attendance laws, to en- 
lightened parents and to government aid 
in the form of free books, lunches and 
transportation. 

In the 14-17-age group, where most 
of the dropouts have occurred, aver- 
age caily attendance is up to 85 per cent. 

That is fine. It speaks well for our 
school systems. It augurs well for the 
future. 

But what about the 15 per cent of 
youngsters between 13 and 17 who are 
not in school? Therein lies the problem. 
Until it is solved, the education indus- 
try is not operating up to its capacity 
nor achiéving its goal. .

McMahon Dared $ 
Bold Thoughts 


WASHINGTON—Many of us who are resi- 
dents and second-class citizens (we can’t 
vote, remember) of this capital city have 
spent the last three weeks or so in Chicago 
reporting the national political conventions. 
We have been suspended, in effect, in a big 
glass ball, apart from the world for the time 
being. ‘However, they were very human 

~wee beings that we watched 
there, operating in a very 
human way in one of the 
necessary acts of human 
beings, which is to ar- 
range for carrying on our 
government for the next 
four years. 

That is always an in- 
spiring sight. People in 
this city are perhaps 
more interested in that 
process, since politics is 

their life, and had a more acute understand- 
ing of every move and maneuver in Chi- 
cago than folks elsewhere. The telltale 
dark hollows under their eyes, still linger- 
ing, testify to long vigils before television. 

It was, then, with somewhat of a shock, 
almost like coming back to a different city, 
to find people here much more excited about 
an event that has all but eclipsed interest in 
politics. Washington, in short, has had its 
first visitation of ‘‘flying saucers,’’ except 
they call them here, sophisticatedly, ‘‘flying 
objects.” 

Folks here consider themselves unusually 
blase, yet they are acting exactly like folks 
elsewhere. Many seem to prefer to clutch 
at the most fantastic theories, including 
the one that these are visitations from an- 
other planet. This is, in a way, a tribute; 
for the proud little animal—man—believes 
that the mind of man can do anything. So 
we automatically jump to the conclusion that 
man on some other planet is responsible 
for all of this. 

That is comforting because it pleases the 
vanity—by proxy. But psychiatrists might 
find in this vaulting imagination something 
of fear, too—fear that man is outsmarting 
himself. That fear first became manifested 
among us when our scientists unlocked the 
atom and we used that knowledge to create 
a weapon and dropped the bomb on two 
Japanese cities to wipe out many thousands 
of innocent persons. That fear was magni- 
fied when Russia also found the secret. 
We have lived since under tensions that 
blind common sense and judgment, and we 
conjure up crazy theories about ‘flying 
obiects.”’ 

Perhaps none among us understood so 
well the meaning of all of this as did Sen. 
Brien McMahon of Connecticut who died in 
the midst of Washington’s visitation. 

To Brien McMahon we are indebted for 
his attempt to bring common sense to the 
atomic age, and common sense in this case 
meant uncommon sense and vision. He 
dared to think boldly. He led the fight that 
imposed civilian instead of military control, 

While doing everything necessary to de- 
velop and produce atomic weapons, which he 
felt essential to our own security, he also 
sought to use this miracle and the awesome 
fear it has created among men to bring all 
of us evervwhere to our senses so that finally 
we should disarm.

Convention Was 


Badly Managed 


WASHINGTON—From one standpoint the 
Democratic national convention moved with 
clock-like precision along the lines mapped 
out for it by dominant forces pulling the 
strings hehind the scenes. But in another 
respect it deserves to go down on the books 
as one of the worst managed national po- 
litical conclaves in history. 

The smooth part of the operation came in 
arriving at a presidential nomination on the 
third ballot. This is the number of ballots 

that had been allotted by 
administration leaders for 
winding up the chief busi- 
ness of the convention— 
the selection of a candi- 
date for president. 
President Truman is 
credited with being the 
master-mind of the three- 
ballot strategy that was 
employed. Others exe- 
cuted it for him, but he 
provided the _ guiding 
hand. One ballot was allowed to give the 
“favorite son’? contenders their day in the 
sun. The second ballot provided an oppor- 
tunity for the leading avowed candidates to 
produce their maximum strength. With these 
preliminaries attended to, all stops were 
pulled out on the third ballot, which is the 
ballot the insiders were saying all along 
would result in the nomination of Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson. 

It was good strategy and it worked. It is 
evident that the President was backing the 
Stevenson nomination from the start, feel- 
ing he was the strongest candidate the party 
had to offer. If an effort had been made to 
bring about his nomination on the first bal- 
lot that would have offended some of the 
other starters. At least two ballots were 
needed to give the front runners—Senator 
Kefauver, Senator Russell and Averell Har- 
riman—an opportunity to develop their full 
strength. All of them had pledges of support 
whicl could not be released until their first 
ballot obligations had been discharged. 

Hence the drive to put over Stevenson avas 
purposely delayed until the third ballot. The 
fact that his nomination was accomplished 
without any important break in the basic 
strength of Senators Russell and Kefauver 
attesis to the ypper hand held by the White 
House from the start. At the proper signal 
the President’s forces moved into action 
and the business at hand was settled accord- 
ing to schedule. 

Tne bad management phase of the pro- 
ceedings came in the dilatory tactics that 
were permitted to delay the work of the 
convention. Mostly, this consisted of the 
tiresome and endless polls of the state dele- 
gations. Some way should have been found 
to avoid all of this. The length of the con- 
vention was spread out at least two days 
longer by such tactics. Also it forced Presi- 
dent Truman and Governor Stevenson, in 
his acceptance speech, to go before the con- 
vention at an hour of the morning when 
their radio and TV audience must have been 
at a minimum.

I hon- 
ored Russell too much to believe that he 
couldn't be nominated. I had faith in him 
to the very end. 

And now that he has lost, I join the 
thousands of others who say that the Demo- 
cratic Party has denied its best, most able 
candidate the nomination. 

As always he fought a hard, clean fight; 
he did his best. The odds were just too 
greatly stacked against him. 

We can ask no more than he has done. 
History will remember Richard Russell as 
one of the ablest statesmen of our time.

the-city, a total of 54 persons were killed in auto ac- 
cidents last year; and 50 during 1950. 'So far this year 
deaths number 31; 23 in the old city limits and eight in 
the territory acquired under the Plan of Improvement. 

Accidents’ also are beginning to show a decline 
under the pressure of better enforcement and more 
positive court action. 

In July, accidents in the city showed a 25.1 increase 
over those in the 34 square mile area that was Atlanta 
last year. Experts anticipated a 30 per cent increase in 
accidents when the city was trebled in size on Jan. 1, 
but they were not prepared for the 70 per cent jump 
that prevailed during the first four and a half months 
of the year. 

The early accident upsurge was directly responsible 
for an estimated $1,000,000 increase in accident costs 
this year, Traffic Supt. T. J. Sikes said. He estimated 
total costs so far this year at $2,574,890, compared 
with $1,678,840 for a similar period of 1951.

The cause for the sudden improvement is shown 
clearly on the records. Traffic judges now suspend the 
driver’s license upon conviction for the first offense of 
speeding 60 miles per hour, leaving the scene of an ac- 
cident, the third hazardous violation within 18 months, 
an accumulation of traffic charges or any form of 
undue recklessness. 

An average of 10 persons each day lose their 
driver’s license. in traffic court, Sikes said. Judges now 
forward the license, together with the conviction record, 
direct to the State Patrol. They have completely re- 
moved themselves from responsibility of returning the 
license. 

A survey of traffic cases booked shows the average 
enforcement officer is thinking more and more in terms 
of what will prevent accidents and making charges ac- 
cordingly. ‘In the words of the traffic superintendent 
-+. We are not making more cases... we are making 
better cases.” 

The changing picture is well told in the Safety 
Council graph based upon cold facts. The projected line 
two and a half months ago pointed towards the second 
most tragic year in Atlanta’s traffic history. Today it 
points towards a new safety record, based upon in- 
creased territory and population.

Steak will be juicy, full and de- 
licious in flavor when properly 
broiled. First preheat the broil- 
er. To prevent curling while 
cooking, slash the fatty edges of 
the steak in several places. Then 
place the meat on the broiling 
rack located so that the surface 
of the meat is about 3 to 4 inches 
from the heat source. 

Tender juicy steak cooked to 
order is easy when you follow 
this suggested schedule for broil- 
ing. Steaks are juiciest of course, 
when cooked to the rare or medi- 
um stage.
